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REMARKS 

Pursuant to the final Office Action mailed December 19, 2006, which has been 
carefully considered. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration. To further the 
prosecution of this application, each of the issues raised in the non-final Office Action is 
addressed herein. 

As Claims 1 1 -33 have been withdrawn from consideration and Claim 2 has been 
cancelled. Claims L 3-10 and 34-38 are currently pending in this application. Applicants 
appreciate and acknow ledge the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter. In 
particular, in the Office Action Claims 1 and 3-10 were allowed, and Claims 34-38 would be 
allowed if amended to overcome the pending rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph. 

By mis Amendment, Claims 34-36 have been amended, primarily to further the 
prosecution of this matter and accept subject matter deemed allowable by the Examiner, In 
particular, the recitation of N a computer readable medium" has been deleted from Claims 34- 
36. It should be noted that such language was not recited in dependent Claims 37 and 38. 
Thus, tlie application as now presented is believed to be in allowable condition. 

These amendments were not made to limit the scope of the present invention nor were 
they made to distinguish the present invention from the art of record. No new matter was 
added to the specification, drawings or claims, as amended
